Ohio Assembly To Stay In Business After Recess 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - House 
Speaker A. G. Inficione, D-99 Bellaire, 
turned thumbs down Thursday to a 
suggestion the legislature should quit 
for the year next week instead of 
taking a month's recess. 
He was asked about rumors in the 
Senate as well as the House that the 
lawmakers should agree on whatever 
matters they can, then take “sine die” 
adjournment. That action would put 
the legislature out of business unless 
called back in special session. 
“ I know there are some members 
who would like to do that, but there’s 
no way,” said I^ancione. He added: 
“ We’d get run out of the state if we 
tried something like that after our 
recent oav raise.” 
He said it is his idea that the 
legislature should return May 8 — 
after the recess starting April 3 — and 
then work “ until sometime in June, 
before taking another recess until a 
date certain.” 


There could be several such recesses 
between now and the end of the year, 
keeping the legislature alive, he said. 
“ I think we should m ake ourselves 
available all year because of the 
energy crisis, if for no other reason,” 
the speaker said. 
One of the bills pending when the 
lawmakers return Monday at 4 p.m. is 
a compromise bill that establishes a 
five-m em ber state 
energy com ­ 
mission. 
It could take emergency actions to 
help meet any energy crisis, but they 
could be in effect only for 30 days 
under the bill as now written. Beyond 
that, the legislature would have to step 
in “ whether it might be gasoline 
rationing or other things the federal 
govement might leave to the states,” 
Lancione said. 
The Sen ate and H ouse moved 
through routine floor sessions before 
adjourning for the weekend. 
Senators added their approval to a

up 
uniform 
regulations for the state’s estimated 
500 migrant labor camps with sponsors 
claiming it will insure that they all 
have “ safe and san itary living 
facilities.” 
Majority 
House Democrats used 
their margin and needed it to approve 
50-35 an administration bill that allows 
either the new Department of Admin­ 
istrative Services or the Office of 
Budget and 
Management to void 
contracts entered into by the state 
agencies. 
The bill, which needed 50 votes to 
pass, w as opposed 
by minority 
Republicans. They included Rep. 
Waldo Bennett Rose, R-64 Lima, who 
said he saw it as a means of “ re-en­ 
forcing the administration's ability to 
impound funds appropriated by the 
legislature.” 
He referred to the recent release by 
the 
O ffice 
of 
Budget 
and 
Management—also a new agency and 


a remnant of the old Department of 
Finance of $20 million the legislature 
appropriated last year for vocational 
education. 
The appropriation was made con­ 
tingent upon the availability of funds. 
Republicans contended the money has 
been available for months in a state 
surplus of at least $7 0 million. Prior to 
release of the $20 million, the ad­ 
ministration said most of the funds 
were already allocated although not 
spent. 
The bill now faces the Republican- 
controlled Senate. 
Senate sponsors of the migrant labor 
camp bill said only about 10 per cent of 
the camps 
which accommodate some 
20,000 migrants a year for an average 
period of four months- give health 
officials any trouble. 
Under the proposal, which now goes 
back to the House for consideration of 
Senate changes, the Public Health 
Council would adopt standards and 


regulations and issue licenses. The 
state would be assisted by local health 
departments in their enforcement. 
In other business: 
- The Senate approved a House bill 
providing for the certification of un­ 
derground mine foremen, electricians, 
and fire bosses. The vote was 32-0. 
Senators agreed to House changes 
in bills to allow persons 62 or older to 
vote by absentee ballot, 
equalize 
vacation benefits of county employes 
with those of state employes, and 
require layoffs of civil service em­ 
ployes on the basis of seniority. 
- The House passed and sent to the 
Senate bills giving nonteaching school 
employes three weeks of vacation 
after 10 years of service (instead of 
15), and excluding new type safety 
bumpers on passenger buses from the 
4 0-foot limitation on length. 
—A Senate-approved bill allowing 
building and 
loan associations to 
receive deposits of inactive and in­ 


terim state funds in amounts of 
$100,000 or more won House approval, 
along with another that transfers land 
in 
Lucas County from St. Luke’s 
Hospital to the Medical College of Ohio 
at Toledo. 


Eight new bills were introduced in 
the House while the Senate received 
two new measures.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Backers of a 
bill to increase minimum wage rates 
set eight years ago predict President 
Nixon will sign it, even though it is 
much like one he vetoed last year. 
The Senate and House in quick 
succession and by 
big m argin s 
Thursday passed the bill that would 
begin a series of increases May 1, 
eventually raising the minimum from 
the present $1.60 an hour for most 
workers to $2.30 for all.

said 
Nixon will not decide whether to sign 
the 
measure 
until 
the Office 
of 
Management and Budget reviews it. 
But House Republican Leader John J. 
Rhodes of Arizona offered to bet 
reporters $100 that Nixon will approve 
it. It is a compromise between earlier 
versions. 
The bill extends minimum wage 
protection to an additional 7 million 
persons, for a total of 56 million 
covered. Those brought in include 5 
million federal, state and local em ­ 
ployes and 1 million domestics. 


The bill provides that full time 
students may be employed at 85 per 
cent of the regular minimum, but for 
not mo-e than 20 hours a week and 
under regulations intended to provide 
that they do not displace regular 
employes. 


Beginning next Jan . 1, police and 
firemen for the first time would be 
made eligible for overtime, under 
special rules allowing hours worked to 
accumulate over four weeks. The 
num ber of hours worked before 
overtime applies would diminish year 
by year. Police and fire forces of less 
than five would be exempt. 


President Nixon on March 6. 
Ja c k so n ’s Senate Interior Com ­ 
mittee will begin final work on the bill 
next week, bypassing the usual public 
hearings. 
Jackson, of Washington State, and 
Staggers, the West Virginian who 
heads the House Commerce Com­ 
mittee, said the new bill was offered 
because it was impossible to com­ 
promise differences with the Nixon 
administration over the vetoed m eas­ 
ure. 
The key element in the new bill 
would limit the ability of the large 
multinational oil companies to pass on 
to consumers the higher costs of im ­ 
ported oil. 
Jackson said this provision should 
result in sharply lower prices for crude 
oil, perhaps as much as $3 a barrel 
below the current $10.50 price. He said 
this should bring lower gasoline prices. 
The senator refused to speculate 
whether the new bill could be passed 
over the opposition of the Nixon ad­ 
ministration and oil-state represen­ 
tatives who were against the original 
measure. 
Nixon’s chief objection to the bill he 
vetoed was a provision forcing a 
rollback in oil prices. The new bill 
contains no such provision but would 
require the president to maintain rigid 
ceilings on the prices of oil and 
petroleum products. 
With the exception of the oilprice 
question, the new bill is essentially the 
same a s the old, Jackson said. 
The new bill would allow the large 
companies to pass on to consumers 
only the imported oil price increases 
resulting from higher taxes and 
royalties paid to foreign countries. But 
even that increase would be reduced 
by the gain accruing to the companies 
as a result of lower liabilities for U.S. 
taxes.

Groups Flooding 
Party Coffers

- While 
campaign reform struggles slowly 
through Congress, special interest 
money to be fed into 197 4 races is 
building up at an unprecedented pace 
for a mid-term election. 
While this year’s war chests don’t 
approach the record $60 million raised 
by President Nixon’s campaign in 
197 2, money available for this fall’s 
congressional races already has 
outstripped the 197 2 level. 
Surveys of official reports show 
between $14 million and $15 million on 
hand at the myriad political interest 
committees that traditionally provide 
a substantial portion, if not the bulk, of 
the money that puts politicians in 
public office. 
A study by Common Cause released 
Thursday say s registered special 
interest groups and national level 
political party committees gave more 
than $14 million directly to congres­ 
sional candidates in 197 2 and another 
$2.2 million to presidential aspirants. 
Interest groups including doctors, 
railroads, dairymen, labor unions, 
banks and manufacturers, provided 
$8.5 million. Political party groups 
provided the remaining $5 million, but 
$1.3 million of that had come to them 
first 
from 
the 
special 
interest 
organizations. 
The study shows the Democratic 
House and Senate campaign com­ 
mittees took in $1.2 million from 
special interests in 197 2, including 
party 
fund 
raising 
com m ittees. 
Comparable Republican committees 
received $1.8 million from the sam e 
sources. 
Common 
Cause 
estimates these 
interest committees had $14 .2 million 
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on hand at the end of February — as 
much or more than they spent in all of 
197 2. This does not include money they 
may already have given to candidates 
in this fall’s elections. 
“ Anyone who thinks the Watergate 
scandals have put special interest 
givers out of business had better take a 
close look at these figures,” Fred 
Wertheimer, director of the Common 
Cause Campaign Finance Monitoring 
Project, said at a Thursday news 
conference. 
“ The failure of this Congress to pass 
effective campaign finance reform 
legislation has meant that the 1974 
congressional races are going to see 
far more giving by special interest 
groups than showed up in 197 2,” 
Wertheimer said. 


When p ressed on whether the 
President would comply, he would only 
say “ the President has an abiding 
interest and dedication to obeying the 
law .” 
Neither the White House nor the 
special prosecutor’s office would say 
what documents or tapes were sub­ 
poenaed.

The 
suit now is before the U.S. Court of 
Appeals after it was rejected by a 
district court judge.

The Po p e’s 30,000-wo rd ex ho rtatio n, 
“ M arian Dev o tio n,” asks Ro man 
Catho lics to lo o k u p o n the Virgin Mary 
no t as generally p o rtray ed — Mater 
Do lo ro so — bu t as an insp iratio nal 
figu re fo r the cau se o f wo men’s rights 
and Christian u nity . 
No t many eld erly Catho lic lad ies will 
be able to see a relatio nship between 
Mary and , say , Betty Fried an. Bu t it 
mu st be a relief to them to hear 
so mething nice being said aro u nd the 
Vatican abo u t the mo ther o f Jesu s. 
Vatican II, the ecu menical co u ncil that 
o p ened so many d u sty stained glass 
wind o ws had seemed to go to so me 
p ains to d o wn-grad e the p o sitio n o f 
Mary in the sto ry o f Christ. The ap ­ 
p arent reaso n was to remo v e her as a 
so u rce o f co ntro v ersy in fu tu re effo rts 
to bring 
the sp lintered Christian 
religio ns back into so me semblance o f 
u nio n. 
The p artial eclip se had been u nd er 
way ev en befo re Po p e Jo hn XXIII 
o p ened the first Vatican Co u ncil since 
18 70, which was the o ne that ap p ro v ed 
the Po p e’s infallibility o n matters o f 
faith and mo rals, a p erennial stu m­ 
bling blo ck in the effo rts to find a 
rap p o rt between Pro testant and 
Catho lic co mmu nio ns ev er since. 
So metime in the 195 0s a change in the 
ritu al o f the Catho lic mass eliminated 
a p ro ced u re which had begu n with the 
ap p earances o f the Virgin Mary to the 
p easant child ren at Fatima, Po rtu gal. 
There, the child Lu cia, info rmed the 
skep tical and tro u bled lo cal bisho p 
that the v isio n had instru cted her to 
“p ray fo r the co nv ersio n o f Ru ssia.’’ 
This, in d u e time, to o k the shap e o f the 
recitatio n o f three “ Hail Mary s” at the 
end o f lo w masses. Then it was 
eliminated , alo ng with the “ I^ast 
Go sp el,” acco rd ing to St. Jo hn. 
So mewhere in the co u rse o f Vatican 
II, the hierarchy seemed to fo rm a d im 
v iew o f the ro le o f the ro sary in the 
av erage Catho lic’s chu rch-go ing. 
Changes in the mass — intro d u ctio n o f 
the v ernacu lar, mu ch greater v o cal 
p articip atio n by the p arishio ners, and 
face-to -face co nfro ntatio n with the 
celebrant — gav e the mass-go er little 
o r no time to “say ” his bead s. His 
ro sary 
co nsists 
o f six “ Lo rd ’s 
Pray ers” and 53 “ Hail Mary s.” 
No w, may be, it’s go ing to be d if­ 
ferent. Pau l VI sees Mary no t as a 
hu mble, weep ing “hand maid en o f the 
Lo rd ” bu t a v ibrant, brav e wo man who 
had a way o f her o wn in a time and in 
to wns that so u ght to — and finally d id 
— kill her so n.

Banks, secu rities bro kers, mu tu al 
fu nd s and insu rers are all battling fo r 
these 
d o llars, 
ap p ro p riating 
techniq u es#fro m each o ther and 
fearing no t a whit abo u t intru d ing o n 
each o ther’s territo ry . 
Bu t it is the banks and o ther sav ings 
institu tio ns, o nce the mo st sev erely 
co nv entio nal o f all institu tio ns, that 
are breaking the o ld mo ld .

inject a go o d ly measu re o f co mp etitio n 
into a sy stem that no w lacks it,” 
Chu rch d eclared o n the basis o f 
testimo ny befo re the Senate Fo reign 
Relatio ns Co mmittee o n mu ltinatio nal 
co rp o ratio ns. 
Chu rch called the Arabian American 
Oil Co mp any (Aramco ), o p erating in 
Sau d i Arabia u nd er o wnership o f fo u r 
American Oil co mp anies, “a mo no p o ly 
arrangement.” 
He 
said 
p ro d u ctio n 
setting 
agreements co ntro lling Aramco , as 
well as the co nso rtiu m o f co mp anies 
o p erating in Iran, hav e been d esigned 
to keep p ro d u ctio n d o wn in the interest 
o f maintaining p rices. 
Chu rch, the su bco mmittee chair­ 
man, said “free enterp rise has been 
effectiv ely eliminated ” in the Aramco 
arrangement between Ex x o n, Stan­ 
d ard Oil o f Califo rnia, Tex aco and 
Mo bil. 
He said the testimo ny Wed nesd ay by 
an Aramco v ice p resid ent sho wed that 
mo re o il was av ailable in Sau d i Arabia 
than the fo u r American p artners in 
Aramco were willing to take. An in­ 
terco m p any agreem ent p rev ented 
Aramco fro m selling the o il to any bo d y 
else, Chu rch said . 
The su bco mmittee d isclo sed that it

eco no mists o f Stand ard Oil Co . o f 
Califo rnia ex p ressing fears o f a d ecad e 
o f su rp lu s o il su p p lies. 
Staff members o f the p anel said

areas to o ffset increases in Sau d i 
Arabia and Iran, which were p ressing 
fo r ex p and ed p ro d u ctio n. 
The memo referred to a large

1978 , the staff members said . 
The Wail Street Jo u rnal rep o rted 
that in the memo , the o il co mp any 
eco no mists u rged stro ng measu res to 
p rev ent an o v ersu p p ly o f o il.

I read y o u r anno u ncement in this 
ev ening’s p ap er that the p rice o f the 
Herald wo u ld be increased becau se o f 
the rising co st o f newsp rint and o ther 
related materials. 
It’s interesting to me that y o u ex ­ 
p lained the su p p o sed reaso ns fo r the 
newsp rint sho rtage, bu t igno red “the 
o ther related materials” . The tru th is 
that newsp rint manu factu rer’s hav e 
alway s (u ntil recently ) had a d ifficu lt 
time raising p rices becau se o f the 
ex p o su re su ch increases hav e been 
giv en by the p ress. 
The simp le fact is that the p rice o f 
newsp rint has been held so lo w d u ring 
the 1%0’s that there has been little 
cap ital sp ent o n any new p ro d u ctiv e 
cap acity . The av erage p ro d u cer 
p ro bably mad e abo u t 3 o r 4 p er cent o n 
the inv estment; so me o f the o ld er 
Canad ian mills were lu cky to break 
ev en. 
Prio r to my mo v e to Circlev ille last 
su mmer, I wo rked fo r a majo r 
newsp rint p ro d u cer with mills in 
Ontario and Alabama.

It is tru e that so me o ld , o bso lete 
mills hav e been clo sed , bu t mo st o f 
them wo u ld hav e any way . To my 
kno wled ge, no t o ne mill which has 
clo sed was inv o lv ed in the manu fac­ 
tu re o f newsp rint. 
Yo u mentio n the abno rmally wet 
weather last y ear - it is tru e that was a 
big facto r at the time, bu t mills hav e 
go o d inv ento ries o f wo o d to d ay - and 
there still is a sho rtage. 
Yo u were co rrect in y o u r last 
statement o n the effects o f the 
Canad ian strikes - no d o u bt that they 
fo rced the crisis. Ho wev er, to rep eat, it 
was the v ery lo w p rices fo r the p ast 
d ecad e that resu lted in little to no 
mo d ernizatio n, and no new mills that 
really cau sed the p resent sho rtage. 
If it is any help to y o u , the cu rrent 
p rice o f newsp rint has cau sed a rash o f 
anno u ncements in recent mo nths o f 
mo d ernizatio ns lo ng o v erd u e which 
will resu lt in lo wer manu factu ring 
co sts in the y ears ahead . Also , an­ 
no u ncements o f new machines, and o f 


o ld er o nes being 
rebu ilt.

Gas Plans 
Cut Back 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
By small steps and great leaps, the 
great American gasoline numbers 
game of 1974 is coming to an end. 
It started in Oregon when gasoline 
shortages were at their height and 
quickly became known to millions of 
motorists on the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts as '‘odd-«ven gas rationing.” 
Now, with the end of the Arab oil 
boycott, the plan is being dropped in 
South Carolina, the District of 
Columbia, New Jersey and at least one 
Connecticut city and one California 
county. There are some holdouts — 
Oregon notable among them; but 
officials elsewhere 
say 
they’re 
thinking too of dropping the system or 
relaxing its provisions and en­ 
forcement. 
Other states preserving the plan 
undiluted include Massachusetts, 
Washington, Maryland and Delaware. 
The plan, adopted in one form or 
another in part or all of more than 15 
states, was to limit gasoline sales to 
odd or even days — or different days of 
the week — depending on whether 
license plates ended in odd or even 
numbers. 
Actually, 
it never 
was a true 
rationing system. It was a way to 
allocate limited supplies to cut the 
panic that had caused lines at gas 
pumps. In most cases it didn’t limit the 
amount of gas a motorist could burn, 
only the days on which he could buy it.

S tu d d e d T ire Law U n d e r A t t a c k 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Northern 
Ohioans want to change a law that 
prohibits the use of studded snow tires 
after March 15. They claim it was 
passed only for “ people in Columbus 
and down South.” 
Four 
bills 
popped 
up 
in 
the 
legislature last week, including one by 
Rep. Arthur Wilkowski, D-46 Toledo, 
who said, “ You know, we have snow up 
there right on into April. This law isn’t 
fair.” 
The weatherman cooperated in their 
campaign by correctly calling for 
snow on the first day of spring. Then 
Ohio got 4 to 7 inches last weekend. 
Wilkowski said he has had com­ 
plaints, mostly from retirees who 
didn't feel safe hiking off their winter 
tires so early. He said they also 
complained about having to wait in 
line to get their tires taken off, saying 
they were unaware until the last 
minute that the new law was going into 
effect. 
The Toledo legislator said the statute 
should allow use of studded tires at 
least until April 1, which is what his bill 
proposes. It would not change the Nov. 
15 deadline for putting on snow tires. 
“ The way it is now may be okay for 
people in Columbus and down South,” 
Wilkowski added. 


Rep. Jerome P. Stano, D-7 Parma, 
also introduced a bill extending the 
date to April 1. 
Rep. Arthur R. Bowers, D-98 
Steubenville, and Sen. Harry Meshel, 
D-33 
Youngstown, 
proposed 
in 
separate bills an extension until April 
15. 
Stano indicated this year’s weather 
was not the main reason he introduced 
his measure, while admitting it could 
be a problem in the future. Complaints 
from his constituents, he said, involved 
the long lines at service stations as the 
deadline approached, 
“ The real problem is that the 
newspapers, radio and television 
stations didn’t educate the public soon 
enough,” said Stano. 
The time should be extended “ a 
couple of weeks” and a better effort 
made next time around to spread the 
word, he said. 


Bowers said he thought of safety . “ If 
you’re going to consider studded tires 
as making winter travel safer, then 
you should use them as long as we have 
snow,” he said. “ It’s snowing outside 
right now.” 
Rep. Robert J. Boggs, I>97 Je f­ 
ferson, who lives in Ohio’s co-called 
snow belt in Ashtabula County, said he 
might have introduced a bill, but noted 
others coming in. 
Boggs said his district received 
three inches of snow a week after the 
March 15 deadline. 
“ We almost always have rather 
heavy snow in the last part of March,” 
he said. 
He also said enforcement has been 
patchy. “ We have mayor’s courts 
there. The people inside the villages 
are safe, but the outsiders are catching 
it. It’s inconsistent. Enforcement is the 
real problem.”

The rep o rt was q u ashed by the 
fed eratio n ’s ex ecu tiv e bo ard as in ­ 
co m p lete, an d the fu rther stu d y 
au tho rized . Ho wev er, the fed eratio n 
u rged rep eal o f “all civ il laws which 
mak e co n sen tu al ho mo sex u al acts 
between ad u lts a crime,” an d o p p o sed 
d iscrimin atio n again st ho mo sex u als in 
emp lo y men t. 
What has sharp en ed the issu e in 
Ro man Catho licism was a letter sen t 
last fall to U.S. bisho p s by 
an 
o rgan izatio n called Dign ity , mad e u p 
o f ho mo sex u al Catho lics an d o thers 
co n cern ed with their situ atio n . 
Co n ten d in g that ho mo sex u ality 
co u ld be ex p ressed in k eep in g with 
Christian teachin g in an “ethically 
resp o n sible an d u n selfish way ," the 
letter called fo r “reco gn itio n o f the 
right o f gay Catho lics” to co llectiv ely 
v o ice their v iews within the chu rch, fo r 
an in creased min istry to ho mo sex u als 
an d fo r step s to “erad icate false 
stereo ty p es an d p reju d ices" again st 
them. 
Altho u gh the gu id elin es recen tly 
u sed by Catho lic bisho p s reaffirmed 
the chu rch’s trad itio n al v iew that 
ho mo sex u al acts are immo ral, the 
statemen t asserts that in d iv id u als d o 


n o t “will to beco me ho mo sex u al" bu t 
co me to realize it as a co n d itio n . 
The statemen t d iscu sses v ario u s 
d egrees o f ho mo sex u ality , su ggestin g 
ap p ro aches fo r co u n sellin g abo u t it, 
an d emp hasizes the imp o rtan ce o f 
help in g p erso n s fin d d eep relatio n ship s 
o f lo v e an d frien d ship n o t in v o lv in g 
ho mo sex u al acts. 


It “rep resen ts a n ew p asto ral ap ­ 
p ro ach" to the matter, say s the Rev , 
Tho mas 
Kelley , asso ciate gen eral 
secretary o f the U.S. Co n feren ce o f 
Catho lic Bisho p s.

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Kidnap Of Ame ric an Offic ial 
Ke pt Mum Due To Thre at 


HERMOSILLO, Mexico (AP) - The 
disappearan ce of American Vice 
Consul John Patterson was kept secret 
five days because the ransom note 
contained a death threat, another 
American diplomat reported Thursday 
night. 
“ That was the main reason we didn’t 
want to break this, because they said if 
this was published they would carry 
out the threat,” the source said. 
Patterson, 31, disappeared last 
Friday after he left the United States 
Consulate 
in 
Hermosillo 
with 
an 
unidentified man for a livestock 
meeting. The U.S. Embassy in Mexico 
City announced Wednesday that he 
had been kidnaped, and sources in 
Washington reported a ransom note 
demanding $5 00,000 and signed by the 
People’s Revolutionary Army of 
Mexico had been slipped under the 
consulate door. 
American officials said the U.S. 
government would not modify its 
policy of refusing to pay ransom for its 
employes. But Consul-General Elmer 
E. Yelton said Patterson’s 28 -yearold 


wife “ has made every possible effort 
to follow instructions contained in the 
ransom note. 
"M rs. Patterson has received no 
word from her husband or third par­ 
ties,” he said. 
The Washington Star-News reported 
that 
P atterson ’s 
fam ily 
in 
Philadelphia had raised $25 0,000 
demanded by the kidnapers as the first 
part of the ransom. The paper said the 
first payment was to be made at 
Nogales, the border town south of 
Tucson, Ariz. 
Mrs. Patterson has not been seen in 
Hermosillo since Wednesday. 
Mexico’s Federal Security Board — 
similar to the FBI — said at least 5 0 
agents were in Hermosillo working on 
the Patterson case. 
Patterson w as vice consul for 
agrarian and cattle affairs at the 
consulate and had been in Hermosillo 
less than three months on his first 
foreign assignment. A family friend 
said he graduated from the University 
of Michigan and did postgraduate 
work at Columbia.

Testim ony 
Set M onday 


MEDIA, Pa. (A P)—One more juror 
and two alternates are still needed for 
the murder trial of former United Mine 
Workers President W.A. “ Tonv” 
Boyle — and they are expected to be 
chosen today. 
But court sources say testimony 
won’t begin until Monday morning 
because the trial will be adjourned 
immediately after the jury is sworn in 
order to give the prosecution the week­ 
end to line up its first witnesses. 
So far in the first four tedious days, 
confined entirely to jury selection, 
eight men and three women, one of 
them a great-grandmother, have been 
accepted by opposing counsel who 
interrogated 135 persons in the warm, 
high ceiling Delaware County cour­ 
troom. 
“ We will finish the jury today,” said 
chief prosecutor Richard A. Sprague, 
who already has successfully prose­ 
cuted eight other defendents— four of 
whom pleaded guilty— for the mur­ 
ders of Joseph “ Jock” Yablonski, his 
wife Margaret and daughter Charlotte. 
The 72-year old Boyle, who has 
pleaded innocent, is accused of 
arranging the 1969 “ hired gun” 
assassination of Yablonski, a union 
rival he defeated for the 
UMW 
presidency three weeks prior to the 
killings. 
Witnesses at previous trials have 
testified that $20,000 in union funds, 
falsely earmarked for organizing in 
Tennessee, was authorized by Boyle to 
pay for the Dec. 31, 1969 executions in 
the Yablonski’s rural Clarksville home 
in southwestern Pennsylvania. 
The trial was shifted here at the 
request of Boyle’s lawyers on grounds 
that the defendent couldn’t receive a 
fair hearing in the soft coal country 
where Yablonski lived. 
A member of the Yablonski family 
showed up for the first time at the 
Boyle trial on Thursday.

Syria raised its price Thursday for a 
disengagement pact with Israel as 
Israeli Defense Minister Moshe Dayan 
left Tel Aviv for Washington with the 
terms of his government’s offer to pull 
back its forces on the Golan Heights. 
Syrian Vice President Abdelhakim 
Khaddam told a news conference in 
Tunis that a military disengagement 
agreement must be preceded by a

Israeli 
commitment 
to 
evacuate all Arab territories occupied 
in the 1967 war, including Old Je ­ 
rusalem and the entire Golan Heights. 
He also said Israel must recognize

agree to a disengagement pact. 
Previously, Syria’s only reported 
condition for disengagement was the 
return of the town of Kuneitra on the 
eastern side of the Golan Heights, 
captured by Israel in the 1967 war. 
Even this was more than the Israelis 
have been reported willing to concede, 
and they have said repeatedly that 
they would never give up all of the 
Golan Heights and Old Jerusalem. 
Khaddam stressed that there will be 
Intent Needed 
To Prosecute 
Embezzlement 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-The Ohio 
Supreme Court ruled Wednesday that 
intent is essential in proving em­ 
bezzlement. 
It reversed the conviction of John J. 
Kuligof Parma Heights, executor of 
the estate of the late John Gardner of 
Cleveland. Police found a television set 
and a radio belonging to the estate in 
Kulig’s home. 
Kulig said he had them in his 
possession in an attempt to get an 
estimate of their worth. The high court 
said as an executor he had the right to 
have them there. 
In other action, the court said the 
acts of a defendant prior to a criminal 
trial cannot be considered a waiver as 
far as his rights to court-appointed 
counsel are concerned. 
It sent back to I^ke County Common 
Pleas Court the case against Herbert 
Wellman of Painesville, convicted in 
1971 of receiving and concealing horse 
bridles and saddles stolen from Lake 
Erie College. 
Wellman rejected court-appointed 
counsel and questioned prospective 
jurors himself. After the jury was 
sworn, he asked for counsel. The trial 
judge said he had waived the right. 
The court upheld the conviction of 
Donald W. Focht of Akron, convicted 
of the armed robbery of a Dayton store 
and carrying a concealed weapon. 
Focht tried to offer an alibi defense 
(he wasn’t at scene), but the trial court 
rejected it because it -hadn’t been 
notified three days earlier as required 
by law. 
When such notice isn’t given, the 
high court said, the trial judge has the 
discretion to admit or refuse the 
testimony of alibi witnesses.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - There 
was good news and there was bad news 
for Ohio food shoppers today. 
Meat sold from 3 to 8 per cent lower 
than a month ago — but price hikes in 
sugar, milk, peanut butter and cookies 
among 14 selected food items included 
in an Associated Press survey just 
about wiped out the savings. 
On the average of a dozen Ohio cities 
checked, the marketbasket of 14 items 
ran just 10 cents or 1 per cent down 
from a month ago. 
The items in the marketbasket in­ 
clude center cut pork chops, chopped 
chuck, beef frankfurters, eggs, butter, 
chocolate chip cookies, frozen orange 
juice, paper towels, peanut butter, 
detergent, softener, tomato sauce, 
milk and sugar. 
On the check list were Akron, 
Athens, Cleveland, Columbus, Con- 
neaut, Lima, Massillon, Portsmouth, 
Van Wert, Youngstown, Coshocton and 
Zanesville. 
Not every city benefited from the 
general downward trend of the three 
meat categories, although on average 
center cut pork chops showed an 8.4 
per cent lower price. The range of 
prices across the state was wide — 
from $1.09 a pound in Athens and Van 
Wert to $1.79 a pound in the state’s 
most expensive food city, Columbus. 
A slightly lower price of 
$1.69 
prevailed in lim a, Portsmouth and 
Zanesville. 
Chopped chuck showed a lesser price 
decline of 5.1 per cent on the average 
— from $1.09 in Youngstown to $1.49 a 
pound in Columbus. 
All beef frankfurters stubbornly 
clung to an average price of $1.25 a 
pound, only 3.2 per cent off the first of 


March. Price range was from 93 cents 
as a Massillon special to $1.49 in 
Columbus. In general the franks 
ranged from $1.19 to $1.36 a pound. 
As the Easter season approached, 
eggs slid to an average price of 68 
cents a dozen — eight cents lower than 
actual cost to the supermarket chains. 
A chain spokesman said, “ I just 
think the housewife rebelled at 90-cent 
eggs. There’s less demand, but the 
actual cost this week was 76 cents a 
dozen for mediums. Anything below 
that is being used as a leader. 
The bargain places for eggs were 
Athens and Portsmouth, where a dozen 
mediums cost only 57 cents and large 
were two cents higher. 
Prices ranged from a high of 82 cents 
at Lima, 76 cents at Zanesville, 79 
cents at Van Wert to bargain prices of 
59 cents in Coshocton and Massillon. 
Eggs were obviously an item to shop 
for. 
The rest of the way on the shopping 
list there was only one way prices 
moved — up. 
leading the pack was sugar, up a 
rousing 9.5 per cent to an average of 
$1.03 for five pounds. This meant sugar 
had risen 25.5 per cent in one month 
and still was below the reported

Zanesville led the dozen cities in 
cheap sugar — 89 cents for five pounds. 
Nearest to that came Athens and 
Portsmouth with 95 cents. Again, 
expensive Columbus led the list with 
$1.29 for five pounds of granulated 
sugar. 
Milk got hiked twice wholesale 
during March and that forced a 2-cent- 
a-quart increase in retail prices to an 
average of 44 cents. 
Butter, 
which 
essentially 
is 
produced from last month’s milk and 
stored, edged up only one cent a pound, 
from 87 to 88 cents on the average. 
A higher butter price might be 
forecast on the basis of March’s milk 
increases, except that new spring 
green grass inviting higher milk 
production may have a damping ef­ 
fect. 
Paper towels climbed 3.7 per cent in 


the month, averaging 55 cents for a 
two-roll package compared to 53 cents 
March 1, and chocolate chip cookies 
bounced up 5.5 per cent and only a 
leader item in Zanesville kept the 
climb from being steeper. 
The 
Zanesville 
supermarket 
shopped led with the 14 and one-half 
ounce package at 63 cents, while every 
other supermarket in the other 11 
cities priced the package at 79 cents. 
The survey showed Columbus well 
ahead of its nearest rival as the most 
expensive city to buy food. The basket 
of 14 selected items would cost $11.83 in 
Columbus, compared to the low total 
price of $9.46 in Massillon. 
The average for the state was $10.60 
for the basket, 10 cents lower than 
March 1. 
The average basket price added up 
this way in shopped cities: Akron 
$10.42, down 15 cents; Athens $10.32, 
down 70 cents; Cleveland $10.19, down 
21 cents; Conneaut $10.32, down 44 
cents; lim a $10.91; Massillon $9.46, 
down58cents; Portsmouth $10.62; Van 
Wert $10.52, up 24 cents; Youngstown 
$10.86, up 20 cents.

To those of y ou who are writing a 
book or pondering a literary tour de 
force, 
the 
phrase 
“ slush 
pile” 
represents the difference 
between 
sudden fame and hiding the completed 
manuscript in an attic. Slush pile is the 
limbo 
to 
which 
all 
unsolicited 
manuscripts are consigned. 
In the offices of most publishers, 
there is a desk piled high with un­ 
published books written by retired 
doctors, schoolteachers, police officers 
and y oung aspirants. They are read, in 
the main, by bright y oung ladies who 
aspire to become editors. 
A dismal business. The breaking in 
of an unknown author is akin to busting 
out of Sing Sing by scratching the walls 
with fingerna ils. Doubleda y , for 
example, examines 10,000 unsolicited 
manuscripts a y ear and finds four 
worthy of publication. 
Simon & Schuster will not read such 
manuscripts. Bill Henderson, writing 
in the New York Times Book Review, 
quotes Simon & Schuster as stating: 
“ In a few y ears every publisher will be 
refusing unsolicited material as we 
do.” 
Jim l^andis of William Morrow say s, 
“ The excuse I’d like to hear is that 
they won’t read the stuff because 
reading it is so goodamn painful.” And 
y et, almost every adult American who 
can write a lucid letter has at one time 
or another said, “ Boy , could I write a 
book!” 
Stifling new talent is dangerous. The 
publishers realize this and, one and all, 
they advise neophy te authors to first 
find a literary agent. In effect, this 
diverts 
the 
slush 
pile 
to 
the 
professional assessors who take 10 per 
cent for their successful efforts. 
An agent named Scott Meredith goes 
a step further. He charges $100 to read 
the manuscript and write a critique on 
it. Many agents will not read slush-pile 
material. It is time-consuming and 
uneconomical. 
Doors to y oung new writers are 
being 
slammed. 
A 
few 
turn, 
in 
desperation, to “ vanity ” publishing 
houses, which will print a few thousand 
copies of any manuscript, if the author 
pay s for it in advance. 
Somewhere within those slush piles 
are uncut diamonds. Even when they 
are uncovered, agents and editors do 
not alway s recognize them. Frances 
Py ndy ck, a remarkably good literary 
agent, read a slush-pile book and 
wearily called the author in to tell her 
to please take it home and forget it. 
It was, she said, pure corn. The ladv 
who wrote it felt crushed. Her name 
was Betty Smith. The book was “ A 
Tree Grows in Brookly n.” Five good 
publishers declined an outline of “ The 
Day 
Lincoln Was 
Shot.” 
Evan 
Thomas, then editor of Harper and 
Row, scanned it and said, “ This is 
destined to be a runaway bestseller.” 
Who to believe? Writing remains an 
art form. The book y ou love may be 
anathema to me, and vice versa. If y ou 
were an editor and y ou heard that a 
writer named Roger Kahn was doing a 
nosta lgic 
book 
about—of 
all 
organizations—the Brookly n Dodgers, 
would y ou put y our money in It? It was 
called “ The Boy s of Summer” and 
became a bestseller. 
Long ago, I was founding editor of 
Gold 
Medal Books. 
We published 
origina l 
books—a s 
opposed 
to 
reprints—in softcover. One day , out of 
nowhere, I read a manuscript called 
“ The Brass Cupcake.” I told my boss, 
Bill Lengel, that I was going to publish 
it.

He read it and shrugged. His boss in 
Fawcett Publications took it homt and 
read it. “ It won’t sell,” he said. I asked 
him who the hell was editor. “ You 
are,” he said, “ but I want it un­ 
derstood that I am opposed to this one 
and, if y ou publish it, it’s on y our 
head.” 


No one knew the writer. I never met 
him. His name was John MacDonald 
and he writes my steries about a 
character named Travis McGee.

There also were indications the 
ju rors, who throu g hou t their 39 -day 
inv estig ation hav e been willing to 
make certain that each is satisfied 
before mov ing on, were hoping ag ree­ 
ment wou ld be near u nanimity . 
The ju ry has the option of issu ing 
indictments or preparing a report, bu t 
a Ju stice Department spokesman said 
it was u nlikely the ju ry wou ld issu e a 
report. 
He said ju dg es and leg al scholars 
frown on su ch reports becau se they 
can “be critical of named indiv idu als 
withou t g iv ing them opportu nity to 
repspond.” 
Bu t he said that as far as he knows 
the present ju ry was not adv ised of 
this.

Sou rces were reported to hav e said 
the ju rors told the g ov ernment at­ 
torney s they wanted no interference in 
their decision-making . The sou rces 
described the ju rors as being so 
seriou s 
abou t 
their du ty 
they 
demanded the key to the g rand ju ry 
room and took it with them at the end 
of each day ’s deliberations. 
The ju rors were reported to hav e 
6,500 pag es of transcript to stu dy , 
inclu ding the testimony of 173 wit­ 
nesses, plu s 250 ex hibits. Among the 
ex hibits was a 100-pag e Ohio National 
Gu ard report and an 8 ,000-pag e FBI 
report on the Kent shooting s. 
The ju ry was empaneled Dec. 18 and 
was directed to determine whether 
there was probable cau se for believ ing 
federal law was v iolated in the May 4, 
1970 shooting s. 
Fou r stu dents were killed and nine 
wou nded on that day when Ohio 
National Gu ardsmen opened fire on a 
g rou p of antiwar demonstrators. 
The shooting s climax ed fou r day s of 
distu rbances on the Kent State cam ­ 
pu s. The National Gu ard was called to 
the campu s May 2 after demonstrators 
bu rned a Reserv e Officers Training 
Corps bu ilding .

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Ohio Assembly To Stay In Business After Recess 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - House 
Speaker A. G. I^ancione, D-99 Bellaire, 
turned thumbs down Thursday to a 
suggestion the legislature should quit 
for the year next week instead of 
taking a month’s recess. 
He was asked about rumors in the 
Senate as well as the House that the 
lawmakers should agree on whatever 
matters they can, then take “sine die” 
adjournment. That action would put 
the legislature out of business unless 
called back in special session. 
“I know there are some members 
who would like to do that, but there’s 
no way,” said I<ancione. He added: 
“We’d get run out of the state if we 
tried something like that after our 
recent oav raise.” 
He said it is his idea that the 
legislature should return May 8 — 
after the recess starting April 3 — and 
then work “until sometime in June, 
before taking another recess until a 
date certain.” 


There could be several such recesses 
between now and the end of the year, 
keeping the legislature alive, he said. 
“ I think we should make ourselves 
available all year because of the 
energy crisis, if for no other reason,” 
the speaker said. 
One of the bills pending when the 
lawmakers return Monday at 4 p.m. is 
a compromise bill that establishes a 
five-member state energy com­ 
mission. 
It could take emergency actions to 
help meet any energy crisis, but they 
could be in effect only for 30 days 
under the bill as now written. Beyond 
that, the legislature would have to step 
in “whether it might be gasoline 
rationing or other things the federal 
govement might leave to the states,” 
I^ancione said. 
The Senate and House moved 
through routine floor sessions before 
adjourning for the weekend. 
Senators added their approval to a 


House 
bill 
setting 
up 
uniform 
regulations for the state’s estimated 
500 migrant labor camps with sponsors 
claiming it will insure that they all 
have “ safe and sanitary living 
facilities.” 
Majority House Democrats used 
their margin and needed it to approve 
50-35 an administration bill that allows 
either the new Department of Admin­ 
istrative Services or the Office of 
Budget and 
Management to void 
contracts entered into by the state 
agencies. 
The bill, which needed 50 votes to 
pass, was opposed by m inority 
Republicans. They included Rep. 
Waldo Bennett Rose, R-04 Lima, who 
said he saw it as a means of “re-en- 
forcing the administration’s ability to 
impound funds appropriated by the 
legislature.” 
He referred to the recent release by 
the 
Office 
of 
Budget 
and 
Management—also a new agency and 


a remnant of the old Department of 
Finance—of $20 million the legislature 
appropriated last year for vocational 
education. 
The appropriation was made con­ 
tingent upon the availability of funds. 
Republicans contended the money has 
been available for months in a state 
surplus of at least $70 million. Prior to 
release of the $20 million, the ad­ 
ministration said most of the funds 
were already allocated although not 
spent. 
The bill now faces the Republican- 
controlled Senate. 
Senate sponsors of the migrant labor 
camp bill said only about IO per cent of 
the camps—which accommodate some 
20,000 migrants a year for an average 
period of four months—give health 
officials any trouble. 
Under the proposal, which now goes 
back to the House for consideration of 
Senate changes, the Public Health 
Council would adopt standards and 


regulations and issue licenses. The 
state would be assisted by local health 
departments in their enforcement. 
In other business: 
—The Senate approved a House bill 
providing for the certification of un­ 
derground mine foremen, electricians, 
and fire bosses.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Backers of a 
bill to increase minimum wage rates 
set eight years ago predict President 
Nixon will sign it, even though it is 
much like one he vetoed last year. 
The Senate and House in quick 
succession and by big m argins 
Thursday passed the bill that would 
begin a series of increases May I, 
eventually raising the minimum from 
the present $1.60 an hour for most 
workers to $2.30 for all.

Nixon will not decide whether to sign 
the measure until 
the Office of 
Management and Budget reviews it. 
But House Republican Leader John J. 
Rhodes of Arizona offered to bet 
reporters $100 that Nixon will approve 
it. It is a compromise between earlier 
versions. 
The bill extends minimum wage 
protection to an additional 7 million 
persons, for a total of 56 million 
covered. Those brought in include 5 
million federal, state and local em­ 
ployes and I million domestics. 


The bill provides that full time 
students may be employed at 85 per 
cent of the regular minimum, but for 
not more than 20 hours a week and 
under regulations intended to provide 
that they do not displace regular 
employes. 


Beginning next Jan. I, police and 
firemen for the first time would be 
made eligible for overtime, under 
special rules allowing hours worked to 
accumulate over four weeks. The 
num ber of hours worked before 
overtime applies would diminish year 
by year. Police and fire forces of less 
than five would be exempt. 


President Nixon on March 6. 
Jackson’s Senate Interior Com­ 
mittee will begin final work on the bill 
next week, bypassing the usual public 
hearings. 
Jackson, of Washington State, and 
Staggers, the West Virginian who 
heads the House Commerce Com­ 
mittee, said the new bill was offered 
because it was impossible to com­ 
promise differences with the Nixon 
administration over the vetoed meas­ 
ure. 
The key element in the new bill 
would limit the ability of the large 
multinational oil companies to pass on 
to consumers the higher costs of im­ 
ported oil. 
Jackson said this provision should 
result in sharply lower prices for crude 
oil, perhaps as much as $3 a barrel 
below the current $10.50 price. He said 
this should bring lower gasoline prices. 
The senator refused to speculate 
whether the new bill could be passed 
over the opposition of the Nixon ad­ 
ministration and oil-state represen­ 
tatives who were against the original 
measure. 
Nixon’s chief objection to the bill he 
vetoed was a provision forcing a 
rollback in oil prices. The new bill 
contains no such provision but would 
require the president to maintain rigid 
ceilings on the prices of oil and 
petroleum products. 
With the exception of the oilprice 
question, the new bill is essentially the 
same as the old, Jackson said. 
The new bill would allow the large 
companies to pass on to consumers 
only the imported oil price increases 
resulting from higher taxes and 
royalties paid to foreign countries. But 
even that increase would be reduced 
by the gain accruing to the companies 
as a result of lower liabilities for U.S. 
taxes.

Groups Flooding 
Party Coffers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - While 
campaign reform struggles slowly 
through Congress, special interest 
money to be fed into 1974 races is 
building up at an unprecedented pace 
for a mid-term election. 
While this year’s war chests don’t 
approach the record $60 million raised 
by President Nixon’s campaign in 
1972, money available for this fall’s 
congressional races already has 
outstripped the 1972 level. 
Surveys of official reports show 
between $14 million and $15 million on 
hand at the myriad political interest 
committees that traditionally provide 
a substantial portion, if not the bulk, of 
the money that puts politicians in 
public office. 
A study by Common Cause released 
Thursday says registered special 
interest groups and national level 
political party committees gave more 
than $14 million directly to congres­ 
sional candidates in 1972 and another 
$2.2 million to presidential aspirants. 
Interest groups including doctors, 
railroads, dairymen, labor unions, 
banks and manufacturers, provided 
$8.5 million. Political party groups 
provided the remaining $5 million, but 
$1.3 million of that had come to them 
first from the special 
interest 
organizations. 
The study shows the Democratic 
House and Senate campaign com­ 
mittees took in $1.2 million from 
special interests in 1972, including 
party fund raising 
com m ittees. 
Comparable Republican committees 
received $1.8 million from the same 
sources. 
Common Cause estimates these 
interest committees had $14.2 million 
CrRAFFITI 
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as 
on hand at the end of February 
much or more than they spent in all of 
1972. This does not include money they 
may already have given to candidates 
in this fall’s elections. 
“Anyone who thinks the Watergate 
scandals have put special interest 
givers out of business had better take a 
close look at these figures,” Fred 
Wertheimer, director of the Common 
Cause Campaign Finance Monitoring 
Project, said at a Thursday news 
conference. 
“The failure of this Congress to pass 
effective campaign finance reform 
legislation has meant that the 1974 
congressional races are going to see 
far more giving by special interest 
groups than showed up in 1972,” 
Wertheimer said. 


When pressed on whether the 
President would comply, he would only 
say “the President has an abiding 
interest and dedication to obeying the 
law.”

Cancer is the abnormal growth of a 
cell. The disease can spread rapidly to 
any part of the body. Dr. Dettmer said 
early detection can lead to the cure of 
80 to 90 per cent of lung cancer cases 
by surgery.

Ever since the winter of 1961, 
when the thalidomide crisis hit 
its peak, medical science has 
been worrying about how to 
prevent the reoccurrence of a 
widespread attack on human 
health by a drug with unknown 
side effects.

A Place She Never Lost 


NEW YORK—People . . . Places . .. 
The Pope’s 30,000-word exhortation, 
“ Marian Devotion,” asks Roman 
Catholics to look upon the Virgin Mary 
not as generally portrayed — Mater 
Doloroso — but as an inspirational 
figure for the cause of women’s rights 
and Christian unity. 
Not many elderly Catholic ladies will 
be able to see a relationship between 
Mary and, say, Betty Friedan. But it 
must be a relief to them to hear 
something nice being said around the 
Vatican about the mother of Jesus. 
Vatican II, the ecumenical council that 
opened so many dusty stained glass 
windows had seemed to go to some 
pains to down-grade the position of 
Mary in the story of Christ. The ap­ 
parent reason was to remove her as a 
source of controversy in future efforts 
to bring the splintered Christian 
religions back into some semblance of 
union. 
The partial eclipse had been under 
way even before Pope John XXIII 
opened the first Vatican Council since 
1870, which was the one that approved 
the Pope’s infallibility on matters of 
faith and morals, a perennial stum­ 
bling block in the efforts to find a 
rapport between Protestant and 
Catholic communions ever since. 
Sometime in the 1950s a change in the 
ritual of the Catholic mass eliminated 
a procedure which had begun with the 
appearances of the Virgin Mary to the 
peasant children at Fatima, Portugal. 
There, the child Lucia, informed the 
skeptical and troubled local bishop 
that the vision had instructed her to 
“pray for the conversion of Russia.” 
This, in due time, took the shape of the 
recitation of three “Hail Marys” at the 
end of low masses. Then it was 
eliminated, along with the “Last 
Gospel,” according to St. John. 
Somewhere in the course of Vatican 
II, the hierarchy seemed to form a dim 
view of the role of the rosary in the 
average Catholic’s church-going. 
Changes in the mass — introduction of 
the vernacular, much greater vocal 
participation by the parishioners, and 
face-to-face confrontation with the 
celebrant — gave the mass-goer little 
or no time to “say” his beads. His 
rosary consists of six ‘‘Lord’s 
Prayers” and 53 “Hail Marys.” 
Now, maybe, ifs going to be dif­ 
ferent. Paul VI sees Mary not as a 
humble, weeping “handmaiden of the 
Lord” but a vibrant, brave woman who 
had a way of her own in a time and in 
towns that sought to — and finally did 
— kill her son.

NEW YORK (AP) - The fight for 
the consumer’s savings dollar might 
seem to be one fought mainly in a 
carnival atmosphere of pennants and 
prizes and bonuses, but this gilding 
merely hides far more basic con­ 
siderations. 
Banks, securities brokers, mutual 
funds and insurers are all battling for 
these 
dollars, 
appropriating 
techniques#from each other and 
fearing not a whit about intruding on 
each other’s territory. 
But it is the banks and other savings 
institutions, once the most severely 
conventional of all institutions, that 
are breaking the old mold. Many are 
selling insurance and stocks, directly 
or in combination with conventional 
savings plans. 
Criticism, 
understandably, 
is 
mounting. Insurers don’t like losing 
business, of course, but the bankers 
remind them that insurance’s most 
popular and profitable product, whole 
life, has always included a savings 
feature. 
Indeed, they point out that insurers 
paid very little interest on those 
savings, which are referred to as the 
cash or borrowing value of the policy. 
For years they paid about one-half the 
interest offered by banks. 
The brokers are upset that more 
than 65 national banks now have in­ 
vestment services under which in­ 
dividuals may purchase shares of the 
nation’s 25 largest companies on a 
regular automatic deduction plan. 
James Needham, chairman of the 
New York Stock Exchange, urged the 
comptroller of the currency this week 
to ban such plans, which he said are 
not just a radical departure from 
convention but a violation of the law. 
Needham also believes the mutual 
They'll Do It Every Time 
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fund industry might be forced to sue 
the banks because of the similarity of 
product that each is promoting. And 
mutual funds, it should be noted, are 
losing business as it is. 
At the same time, insurance agents 
are keeping a wary eye on their stock 
broker associates, who are trying to 
nourish their shrunken incomes from 
stocks by selling insurance. Insurance, 
the brokers have found, isn’t nearly as 
cyclical or treacherous as stocks. 
Multinational 
Oil Company 
Breakup Urged 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. Frank 
Church, D-Idaho, called Thursday for 
a break-up of international oil 
monopolies. 
“Nothing would be healthier for the 
oil consumers of this nation than to 
inject a goodly measure of competition 
into a system that now lacks it,” 
Church declared on the basis of 
testimony before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee on multinational 
corporations. 
Church called the Arabian American 
Oil Company (Aramco), operating in 
Saudi Arabia under ownership of four 
American Oil companies, “a monopoly 
arrangement.” 
He 
said 
production 
setting 
agreements controlling Aramco, as 
well as the consortium of companies 
operating in Iran, have been designed 
to keep production down in the interest 
of maintaining prices. 
Church, the subcommittee chair­ 
man, said “free enterprise has been 
effectively eliminated” in the Aramco 
arrangement between Exxon, Stan­ 
dard Oil of California, Texaco and 
Mobil. 
He said the testimony Wednesday by 
an Aramco vice president showed that 
more oil was available in Saudi Arabia 
than the four American partners in 
Aramco were willing to take. An in­ 
tercompany agreement prevented 
Aramco from selling the oil to anybody 
else, Church said.

The Wall Street Journal reported 
that in the memo, the oil company 
economists urged strong measures to 
prevent an oversupply of oil. But it 
quoted a company spokesman as say­ 
ing the memo was merely a “think 
piece” unrelated to management 
decisions. 
In a report Tuesday on the CBS 
television network, Standard of 
California said the memo was never 
implemented.

When I tell my husband that my 
moods change at certain times of the 
month he doesn’t think that makes 
sense. 
I know I’m not the only woman who 
feels this way. 
Can you help him understand why? 
Mrs. D. V., Maine 
Dear Mrs. V.: 
For centuries, much has been 
written about the sense of depression 
and other emotions that overcome 
women just prior to and during the 
onset of menstruation. 
Women who are normally gentle, 
tranquil and complacent may become 
anxious, depressed and even outright 
hostile. 
Recent scientific knowledge about 
hormone balance explains why this 
occurs. The hormones, estrogen and 
progesterone, are lowest in the 
woman’s body just before or during 
menstruation. 
The emotional pendulum may, in 
fact, swing to a level of optimism in the 
mid-cycle period, near ovulation, when 
the estrogen hormone level is at its 
highest peak. 
The hormone fluctuation plays an 
important role in mood depressions, 
but there are other factors too—myths 


and fancies that have cultural, social, 
ethnic and geographic origins. 


You have written about the drug, 
prostaglandin and told us to be on the 
lookout for this new wonder drug. 
Would it be available for severe high 
blood pressure? 
Mrs. H E. O., Calif. 
Dear Mrs. O.: 
Worldwide research continues to 
hold exciting possibilities for this 
remarkable compound. During the 
past six months, the first 
com­ 
mercially available prostaglandin was 
cleared by the Food and 
Drug 
Administration for its use in America. 
At present, research centers on its 
use for the treatment of ulcers, asth­ 
ma, high blood pressure, and a host of 
other conditions. 
Studies in patients are being made in 
selected hospitals by physicians who 
are already familiar with the methods 
of administration and the 
safety 
factors. 
There has been no cessation in the 
original enthusiasm for these natural 
compounds. In fact, optimism con­ 
tinues to grow as the encouraging 
reports accumulate. 
Letters To The Editor 
Dear Editor: 
I read your announcement in this 
evening’s paper that the price of the 
Herald would be increased because of 
the rising cost of newsprint and other 
related materials. 
It’s interesting to me that you ex­ 
plained the supposed reasons for the 
newsprint shortage, but ignored “the 
other related materials”. The truth is 
that newsprint manufacturer’s have 
always (until recently) had a difficult 
time raising prices because of the 
exposure such increases have been 
given by the press. 
The simple fact is that the price of 
newsprint has been held so low during 
the 1960’s that there has been little 
capital spent on any new productive 
capacity. The average producer 
probably made about 3 or 4 per cent on 
the investment; some of the older 
Canadian mills were lucky to break 
even. 
Prior to my move to Circleville last 
summer, I worked for a major 
newsprint producer with mills in 
Ontario and Alabama. My job had to 
do with long range planning for ex­ 
pansion and profit improvement, so I 
have had some feel of what it is like on 
the manufacturing side. 
I would like to comment on some of 
the misinformation appearing in your 
announcement of increased price. You 
stated that the shortage started with 
indiscriminate sale of western lumber 
to Japan. Such sales had nothing to do 
with it for two reasons. One, the 
western mills use almost exclusively 
lumber residues for producing pulp 
and newsprint. The more lumber sold, 
the more residue to the pulp mills. 
Secondly, such sales on the west coast 
would only effect the mid-western 
market slightly if at all - your 
newsprint comes from the south and or 
Eastern Canada. 
You state that a number of paper 
mills have closed due to EPA stan­ 
dards. It is true that some old, obsolete 
mills have been closed, but most of 
them would have anyway. To my 
knowledge, not one mill which has 
closed was involved in the manufac­ 
ture of newsprint. 
You mention the abnormally wet 
weather last year - it is true that was a 
big factor at the time, but mills have 
good inventories of wood today - and 
there still is a shortage. 
You were correct in your last 
statement on the effects of the 
Canadian strikes - no doubt that they 
forced the crisis. However, to repeat, it 
was the very low prices for the past 
decade that resulted in little to no 
modernization, and no new mills that 
really caused the present shortage. 
If it is any help to you, the current 
price of newsprint has caused a rash of 
announcements in recent months of 
modernizations long overdue which 
will result in lower manufacturing 
costs in the years ahead. Also, an­ 
nouncements of new machines, and of 


older ones being rebuilt. It’s a 
healthier situation than that existing in 
the late 1960’s, and I’ll gladly pay my 
75 cents for a newspaper.

By small steps and great leaps, the 
great American gasoline numbers 
game of 1974 is coming to an end. 
It started in Oregon when gasoline 
shortages were at their height and 
quickly became known to millions of 
motorists on the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts as '*odd-«ven gas rationing.” 
Now, with the end of the Arab oil 
boycott, the plan is being dropped in 
South Carolina, the District of 
Columbia, New Jersey and at least one 
Connecticut city and one California 
county. There are some holdouts — 
Oregon notable among them; but 
officials elsewhere 
say 
they’re 
thinking too of dropping the system or 
relaxing its provisions and en­ 
forcement. 
Other states preserving the plan 
undiluted include Massachusetts, 
Washington, Maryland and Delaware. 
The plan, adopted in one form or 
another in part or all of more than 15 
states, was to limit gasoline sales to 
odd or even days — or different days of 
the week — depending on whether 
license plates ended in odd or even 
numbers. 
Actually, it never was a true 
rationing system. It was a way to 
allocate limited supplies to cut the 
panic that had caused lines at gas 
pumps. In most cases it didn’t limit the 
amount of gas a motorist could burn, 
only the days on which he could buy it.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Northern 
Ohioans want to change a law that 
prohibits the use of studded snow tires 
after March 15. They claim it was 
passed only for “ people in Columbus 
and down South.” 
Four 
bills 
popped 
up 
in 
the 
legislature last week, including one by 
Rep. Arthur Wilkowski, D-46 Toledo, 
who said, “ You know, we have snow up 
there right on into April. This law isn’t 
fair.’’ 
The weatherman cooperated in their 
campaign by correctly calling for 
snow on the first day of spring. Then 
Ohio got 4 to 7 inches last weekend. 
Wilkowski said he has had com­ 
plaints, mostly from retirees who 
didn’t feel safe taking off their winter 
tires so early. He said they also 
complained about having to wait in 
line to get their tires taken off, saying 
they were unaware until the last 
minute that the new law was going into 
effect. 
The Toledo legislator said the statute 
should allow use of studded tires at 
least until April I, which is what his bill 
proposes. It would not change the Nov. 
15 deadline for putting on snow tires. 
“ The way it is now may be okay for 
people in Columbus and down South,” 
Wilkowski added. 


Rep. Jerome P. Stano, D-7 Parma, 
also introduced a bill extending the 
date to April I. 
Rep. Arthur R. Bowers, D-98 
Steubenville, and Sen. Harry Meshel, 
D-33 
Youngstown, 
proposed 
in 
separate bills an extension until April 
15. 
Stano indicated this year’s weather 
was not the main reason he introduced 
his measure, while admitting it could 
be a problem in the future. Complaints 
from his constituents, he said, involved 
the long lines at service stations as the 
deadline approached. 
“ The real problem is that the 
newspapers, radio and television 
stations didn’t educate the public soon 
enough,” said Stano. 
The time should be extended “ a 
couple of weeks” and a better effort 
made next time around to spread the 
word, he said. 


Bowers said he thought of safety. “ If 
you’re going to consider studded tires 
as making winter travel safer, then 
you should use them as long as we have 
snow,” he said. “ It’s snowing outside 
right now.” 
Rep. Robert J. Boggs, D-97 Jef­ 
ferson, who lives in Ohio’s co-called 
snow belt in Ashtabula County, said he 
might have introduced a bill, but noted 
others coming in. 
Boggs said his district received 
three inches of snow a week after the 
March 15 deadline. 
“ We almost always have rather 
heavy snow in the last part of March,” 
he said. 
He also said enforcement has been 
patchy. “ We have mayor’s courts 
there. The people inside the villages 
are safe, but the outsiders are catching 
it. It’s inconsistent. Enforcement is the 
real problem.”

objective is to develop recom ­ 
mendations for the church “in forming 
practical attitudes toward homosex­ 
uality and homosexuals.” 
In taking the step, the federation of 
130 affiliated councils, including two- 
thirds of the official diocesan priest 
senate in the country, dropped a 
previous committee’s report treating 
homosexuality as an acceptable 
pattern. 
It had been prepared by a study 
group headed by the Rev. Ramon 
Wagner of Milwaukee. It termed the 
bishops’ approach to homosexuality as 
“at best, inaccurate and insensitive, at 
its worst, it is a misrepresentation of 
data and a cavalier disrespect for 
human lives and dignity.” 
The report was quashed by the 
federation’s executive board as in­ 
com plete, and the further study 
authorized. However, the federation 
urged repeal of “all civil laws which 
make consentual homosexual acts 
between adults a crime,” and opposed 
discrimination against homosexuals in 
employment. 
What has sharpened the issue in 
Roman Catholicism was a letter sent 
last fall to U.S. bishops by an 
organization called Dignity, made up 
of homosexual Catholics and others 
concerned with their situation. 
Contending that homosexuality 
could be expressed in keeping with 
Christian teaching in an “ethically 
responsible and unselfish way,” the 
letter called for “recognition of the 
right of gay Catholics” to collectively 
voice their views within the church, for 
an increased ministry to homosexuals 
and for steps to “eradicate false 
stereotypes and prejudices” against 
them. 
Although the guidelines recently 
used by Catholic bishops reaffirmed 
the church’s traditional view that 
homosexual acts are immoral, the 
statement asserts that individuals do 


not “ will to become homosexual” but 
come to realize it as a condition. 
The statement discusses various 
degrees of homosexuality, suggesting 
approaches for counselling about it, 
and emphasizes the importance of 
helping persons find deep relationships 
of love and friendship not involving 
homosexual acts. 


It “represents a new pastoral ap­ 
proach” to the matter, says the Rev. 
Thomas Kelley, associate general 
secretary of the U.S. Conference of 
Catholic Bishops. 
However, some Catholic theologians 
have urged a re-examination of the 
tonner church arguments against 
homosexuality.

The nationwide survey counted 627 
active nests, from which more than 500 
young were produced, it was reported.

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Kidnap Of American Official 
Kept Mum Due To Threat 
Find Compartments In Escapee's Shoes 


HERMOSILIX), Mexico (AP) — The 
disappearance of American Vice 
Consul John Patterson was kept secret 
five days because the ransom note 
contained a death threat, another 
American diplomat reported Thursday 
night. 
“ That was the main reason we didn’t 
want to break this, because they said if 
this was published they would carry 
out the threat,” the source said. 
Patterson, 31, disappeared last 
Friday after he left the United States 
Consulate in Hermosillo with an 
unidentified man for a livestock 
meeting. The U.S. Embassy in Mexico 
City announced Wednesday that he 
had been kidnaped, and sources in 
Washington reported a ransom note 
demanding $500,000 and signed by the 
People’s Revolutionary Army of 
Mexico had been slipped under the 
consulate door. 
American officials said the U.S. 
government would not modify its 
policy of refusing to pay ransom for its 
employes. But Consul-General Elmer 
E. Yelton said Patterson’s 28-yearold 


wife “ has made every possible effort 
to follow instructions contained in the 
ransom note. 
“ Mrs. Patterson has received no 
word from her husband or third par­ 
ties,” he said. 
The Washington Star-News reported 
that 
Patterson’s 
fam ily 
in 
Philadelphia had raised $250,000 
demanded by the kidnapers as the first 
part of the ransom. The paper said the 
first payment was to be made at 
Nogales, the border town south of 
Tucson, Ariz. 
Mrs. Patterson has not been seen in 
Hermosillo since Wednesday. 
Mexico’s Federal Security Board — 
similar to the FB I — said at least 50 
agents were in Hermosillo working on 
the Patterson case. 
Patterson was vice consul for 
agrarian and cattle affairs at the 
consulate and had been in Hermosillo 
less than three months on his first 
foreign assignment. A family friend 
said he graduated from the University 
of Michigan and did postgraduate 
work at Columbia. 
U.S. Likely To Nix Demand 
For Ransom In Kidnap Case 


HERMOSILLO, Mexico (AP) - The 
United States government is not ex­ 
pected to meet a $500,000 ransom 
demand reported for an American 
commercial attache who disappeared 
last Friday. 
Reliable government sources in 
Washington said the ransom demand 
for John Patterson, 31, of Philadelphia, 
Pa., was slipped under the door of the 
consulate in this northern Mexican 
city. The sources said it was signed by 
the People’s Revolutionary A/my of 
Mexico. 
The U.S. government is opposed to 
meeting the demands of foreign kid­ 
napers.* When the American consul- 
general in Guadalajara, Terrance G.

Howard Metzenbaum, D-Ohio, has 
called for a thorough investigation of 
what he labeled self-dealing by 
Standard Oil of Ohio. 
The senator said Thursday that 
Sohio paid $3 more per barrel than the 
going market price for crude oil 
purchased in January from British 
Petroleum, Ltd., which holds a 25 per 
cent interest in Sohio.

Boyle Trial 
Testimony 
Set Monday 


MEDIA, Pa. (A P)—One more juror 
and two alternates are still needed for 
the murder trial of former United Mine 
Workers President W.A. “ Tony” 
Boyle — and they are expected to be 
chosen today. 
But court sources say testimony 
won’t begin until Monday morning 
because the trial will be adjourned 
immediately after the jury is sworn in 
order to give the prosecution the week­ 
end to line up its first witnesses. 
So far in the first four tedious days, 
confined entirely to jury selection, 
eight men and three women, one of 
them a great-grandmother, have been 
accepted by opposing counsel who 
interrogated 135 persons in the warm, 
high ceiling Delaware County cour­ 
troom. 
“ We will finish the jury today,” said 
chief prosecutor Richard A. Sprague, 
who already has successfully prose­ 
cuted eight other defendents— four of 
whom pleaded guilty— for the mur­ 
ders of Joseph “ Jock” Yablonski, his 
wife Margaret and daughter Charlotte. 
The 72-year old Boyle, who has 
pleaded innocent, is accused of 
arranging the 1969 “ hired gun” 
assassination of Yablonski, a union 
rival he defeated for the UMW 
presidency three weeks prior to the 
killings. 
Witnesses at previous trials have 
testified that $20,000 in union funds, 
falsely earmarked for organizing in 
Tennessee, was authorized by Boyle to 
pay for the Dec. 31, 1969 executions in 
the Yablonski’s rural Clarksville home 
in southwestern Pennsylvania. 
The trial was shifted here at the 
request of Boyle’s lawyers on grounds 
that the defendent couldn’t receive a 
fair hearing in the soft coal country 
where Yablonski lived. 
A member of the Yablonski family 
showed up for the first time at the 
Boyle trial on Thursday.

He also said Israel must recognize

Previously, Syria’s only reported 
condition for disengagement was the 
return of the town of Kuneitra on the 
eastern side of the Golan Heights, 
captured by Israel in the 1967 war. 
Even this was more than the Israelis 
have been reported willing to concede, 
and they have said repeatedly that 
they would never give up all of the 
Golan Heights and Old Jerusalem. 
Khaddam stressed that there will be 
Intent Needed 
To Prosecute 
Embezzlement 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-The Ohio 
Supreme Court ruled Wednesday that 
intent is essential in proving em­ 
bezzlement. 
It reversed the conviction of John J. 
Kuligof Parma Heights, executor of 
the estate of the late John Gardner of 
Cleveland. Police found a television set 
and a radio belonging to the estate in 
Kulig’s home. 
Kulig said he had them in his 
possession in an attempt to get an 
estimate of their worth. The high court 
said as an executor he had the right to 
have them there. 
In other action, the court said the 
acts of a defendant prior to a criminal 
trial cannot be considered a waiver as 
far as his rights to court-appointed 
counsel are concerned. 
It sent back to Lake County Common 
Pleas Court the case against Herbert 
Wellman of Painesville, convicted in 
1971 of receiving and concealing horse 
bridles and saddles stolen from Lake 
Erie College. 
Wellman rejected court-appointed 
counsel and questioned prospective 
jurors himself. After the jury was 
sworn, he asked for counsel. The trial 
judge said he had waived the right. 
The court upheld the conviction of 
Donald W. Focht of Akron, convicted 
of the armed robbery of a Dayton store 
and carrying a concealed weapon. 
Focht tried to offer an alibi defense 
(he wasn’t at scene), but the trial court 
rejected it because it hadn’t been 
notified three days earlier as required 
by law. 
When such notice isn’t given, the 
high court said, the trial judge has the 
discretion to admit or refuse the 
testimony of alibi witnesses. 


Prince Charles 
Back On Ocean 


ACAPULCO, Mexico (AP) — Prince 
Charles has headed out to sea again 
with memories of a two-day shore 
leave. 
The heir to the British throne went 
ashore for two of the three days his 
ship, the British frigate Jupiter, was 
anchored here. He attended a soccer 
game and danced with some Acapulco 
lovelies during a discotheque visit with 
some fellow officers. 
The Jupiter headed for the Panama 
Canal on Thursday. It will pass 
through the canal and sail to Puerto 
Rico for maneuvers in the Caribbean. 
Prince Charles is a radio officer 
aboard the Jupiter.

prefer to show it to Dr. Kissinger 


first.” 
The Israeli minister’s meeting with 
Kissinger 
marks 
the 
start 
of 
negotiations in Washington for a troop 
disengagement agreement between 
Syria and Israel similar to the one 
Kissinger negotiated between Egypt 
and Israel. 
Syria’s negotiators are due in 
Washington April IO, but they will not 
deal with the Israelis face to face. 
Instead Kissinger and his aides will act 
as go-betweens and mediators, just as 
they did between the Israelis and the 
Egyptians. But this time, at least in the 
initial stages, the shuttling will be by 
automobile 
back 
and 
forth 
in 
Washington instead of by plane be­ 
tween Israel and Egypt. 
Israeli newspapers reported Wed­ 
nesday that the proposal Dayan was 
carrying to Washington called for an 
exchange of all prisoners of war, the 
withdrawal of Israel’s troops from all 
but a three-mile strip of the Syrian 
territory captured in the October war. 
and a six-mile-wide buffer zone 
manned by United Nations troops be­ 
tween the two armies on the Golan 
Heights.

—Made 280 loans, 32 to businesses 
which could not be found in any city 
directory listed back to 1968. 
—Approved loans to persons who 
“may obtain them under one name and 
operate under a different name.” 
SBA officials in Cincinnati were not 
immediately available for comment.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - There 
was good news and there was bad news 
for Ohio food shoppers today. 
Meat sold from 3 to 8 per cent lower 
than a month ago — but price hikes in 
sugar, milk, peanut butter and cookies 
among 14 selected food items included 
in an Associated Press survey just 
about wiped out the savings. 
On the average of a dozen Ohio cities 
checked, the marketbasket of 14 items 
ran just IO cents or I per cent down 
from a month ago. 
The items in the marketbasket in­ 
clude center cut pork chops, chopped 
chuck, beef frankfurters, eggs, butter, 
chocolate chip cookies, frozen orange 
juice, paper towels, peanut butter, 
detergent, softener, tomato sauce, 
milk and sugar. 
On the check list were Akron, 
Athens, Cleveland, Columbus, Con­ 
neaut, lim a, Massillon, Portsmouth, 
Van Wert, Youngstown, Coshocton and 
Zanesville. 
Not every city benefited from the 
general downward trend of the three 
meat categories, although on average 
center cut pork chops showed an 8.4 
per cent lower price. The range of 
prices across the state was wide — 
from $1.09 a pound in Athens and Van 
Wert to $1.79 a pound in the state’s 
most expensive food city, Columbus. 
A slightly lower price of $1.69 
prevailed in lim a, Portsmouth and 
Zanesville. 
Chopped chuck showed a lesser price 
decline of 5.1 per cent on the average 
— from $1.09 in Youngstown to $1.49 a 
pound in Columbus. 
All beef frankfurters stubbornly 
clung to an average price of $1.25 a 
pound, only 3.2 per cent off the first of 


March. Price range was from 93 cents 
as a Massillon special to $1.49 in 
Columbus. In general the franks 
ranged from $1.19 to $1.36 a pound. 
As the Easter season approached, 
eggs slid to an average price of 68 
cents a dozen — eight cents lower than 
actual cost to the supermarket chains. 
A chain spokesman said, “ I just 
think the housewife rebelled at 90-cent 
eggs. There’s less demand, but the 
actual cost this week was 76 cents a 
dozen for mediums. Anything below 
that is being used as a leader. 
The bargain places for eggs were 
Athens and Portsmouth, where a dozen 
mediums cost only 57 cents and large 
were two cents higher. 
Prices ranged from a high of 82 cents 
at Lima, 76 cents at Zanesville, 79 
cents at Van Wert to bargain prices of 
59 cents in Coshocton and Massillon. 
Eggs were obviously an item to shop 
for. 
The rest of the way on the shopping 
list there was only one way prices 
moved — up. 
leading the pack was sugar, up a 
rousing 9.5 per cent to an average of 
$1.03 for five pounds. This meant sugar 
had risen 25.5 per cent in one month 
and still was below the reported

Five months ago the same stores 
showed an average of 80 cents for five 
pounds and as late as Feb. I the 
average was only 81 cents for five 
pounds. 
\ 
Zanesville led the dozen cities in 
cheap sugar — 89 cents for five pounds. 
Nearest to that came Athens and 
Portsmouth with 95 cents. Again, 
extensive Columbus led the list with 
$1.29 for five pounds of granulated 
sugar. 
Milk got hiked twice wholesale 
during March and that forced a 2-cent- 
a-quart increase in retail prices to an 
average of 44 cents. 
Butter, 
which 
essentially 
is 
produced from last month’s milk and 
stored, edged up only one cent a pound, 
from 87 to 88 cents on the average. 
A higher butter price might be 
forecast on the basis of March’s milk 
increases, except that new spring 
green grass inviting higher milk 
production may have a damping ef­ 
fect. 
Paper towels climbed 3.7 per cent in 


the month, averaging 55 cents for a 
two-roll package compared to 53 cents 
March I, and chocolate chip cookies 
bounced up 5.5 per cent and only a 
leader item in Zanesville kept the 
climb from being steeper. 
The 
Zanesville 
supermarket 
shopped led with the 14 and one-half 
ounce package at 63 cents, while every 
other supermarket in the other ll 
cities priced the package at 79 cents. 
The survey showed Columbus well 
ahead of its nearest rival as the most 
expensive city to buy food. The basket 
of 14 selected items would cost $11.83 in 
Columbus, compared to the low total 
price of $9.46 in Massillon. 
The average for the state was $10.60 
for the basket, IO cents lower than 
March I. 
The average basket price added up 
this way in shopped cities: Akron 
$10.42, down 15 cents; Athens $10.32, 
down 70 cents; Cleveland $10.19, down 
21 cents; Conneaut $10.32, down 44 
cents; lima $10.91; Massillon $9.46, 
down58cents; Portsmouth $10.62; Van 
Wert $10.52, up 24 cents; Youngstown 
$10.86, up 20 cents.

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The Slush Pile 
House Passes School Aid Bill 


To those of you who are writing a 
book or pondering a literary tour de 
force, the phrase 
“ slush 
pile” 
represents the difference between 
sudden fame and hiding the completed 
manuscript in an attic. Slush pile is the 
limbo to 
which all 
unsolicited 
manuscripts are consigned. 
In the offices of most publishers, 
there is a desk piled high with un­ 
published books written by retired 
doctors, schoolteachers, police officers 
and young aspirants. They are read, in 
the main, by bright young ladies who 
aspire to become editors. 
A dismal business. The breaking in 
of an unknown author is akin to busting 
out of Sing Sing by scratching the walls 
with fingernails. Doubleday, for 
example, examines 10,000 unsolicited 
manuscripts a year and finds four 
worthy of publication. 
Simon Sc Schuster will not read such 
manuscripts. Bill Henderson, writing 
in the New York Times Book Review, 
quotes Simon Sc Schuster as stating: 
“In a few years every publisher will be 
refusing unsolicited material as we 
do.” 
Jim I^andis of William Morrow says, 
“The excuse I’d like to hear is that 
they won’t read the stuff because 
reading it is so goodamn painful.” And 
yet, almost every adult American who 
can write a lucid letter has at one time 
or another said, “Boy, could I write a 
book!” 
Stifling new talent is dangerous. The 
publishers realize this and, one and all, 
they advise neophyte authors to first 
find a literary agent. In effect, this 
diverts 
the 
slush 
pile 
to 
the 
professional assessors who take IO per 
cent for their successful efforts. 
An agent named Scott Meredith goes 
a step further. He charges $100 to read 
the manuscript and write a critique on 
it. Many agents will not read slush-pile 
material. It is time-consuming and 
uneconomical. 
Doors to young new writers are 
being 
slammed. 
A 
few 
turn, in 
desperation, to “vanity” publishing 
houses, which will print a few thousand 
copies of any manuscript, if the author 
pays for it in advance. 
Somewhere within those slush piles 
are uncut diamonds. Even when they 
are uncovered, agents and editors do 
not always recognize them. Frances 
Pyndyck, a remarkably good literary 
agent, read a slush-pile book and 
wearily called the author in to tell her 
to please take it home and forget it. 
It was, she said, pure com. The lady 
who wrote it felt crushed. Her name 
was Betty Smith. The book was “A 
Tree Grows in Brooklyn.” Five good 
publishers declined an outline of “The 
Day 
Lincoln Was Shot.” 
Evan 
Thomas, then editor of Harper and 
Row, scanned it and said, “This is 
destined to be a runaway bestseller.” 
Who to believe? Writing remains an 
art form. The book you love may be 
anathema to me, and vice versa. If you 
were an editor and you heard that a 
writer named Roger Kahn was doing a 
nostalgic 
book 
about—of 
all 
organizations—the Brooklyn Dodgers, 
would you put your money in It? It was 
called “The Boys of Summer” and 
became a bestseller. 
Long ago, I was founding editor of 
Gold Medal Books. We published 
original 
books—as 
opposed 
to 
reprints—in softcover. One day, out of 
nowhere, I read a manuscript called 
“The Brass Cupcake.” I told my boss, 
Bill Lengel, that I was going to publish 
it.

He read it and shrugged. His boss in 
Fawcett Publications took it homt and 
read it. “It won’t sell,” he said. I asked 
him who the hell was editor. “You 
are,” he said, “but I want it un­ 
derstood that I am opposed to this one 
and, if you publish it, it’s on your 
head.” 


No one knew the writer. I never met 
him. His name was John MacDonald 
and he writes mysteries about a 
character named Travis McGee. I quit 
my job.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The House 
has passed a massive school aid bill 
but added anti-busing amendments 
that could cause trouble when the 
measure reaches the Senate. 
One amendment, which would 
restrict the power of the federal courts 
to order busing, touched off a Senate 
filibuster in 1972 and never came to a 
vote. 
The other, which would prohibit the 
expenditure of federal funds for 
busing, originally was passed in 1972 
but was made ineffective by Senate 
changes at that time. 
The amendments were added to a 
bill extending for three years the 
Elementary and Secondary Education 
Act and a number of special programs 
for adults, migrants, Indians and 
handicapped children. It was passed 
Wednesday .180 to 26. 
Rep. Carl D. Perkins, D-Ky., 


manager of the bill, opposed addition 
of the anti-busing measures and said 
they could lead to its defeat in the 
Senate. 
The amendment aimed at limiting 
busing would require the courts to try 
a number of alternatives to over­ 
coming school segregation before or­ 
dering busing. And then busing would 
be limited to the next closest school to 
the pupil’s home. 
The amendment provides that any 
school district now under a court 
busing order could petition to have its 
case 
re-opened 
to 
bring 
its 
desegregation plan into conformity 
with the new law. 
Perkins told the House “we are just 
fooling ourselves" if the members 
think they can prevent the courts from 
applying whatever remedy they think 
proper 
in 
cases 
of 
unlawful 
segregation.

Kent State Jury 
Moving Slowly 


CLEVELAND, 
Ohio 
(A P )-A 
businesslike and painstaking federal 
grand jury methodically pondered 
again today what results it should 
return from its probe into the 1970 Kent 
State University shootings. 
There were indications the jury 
could carry over its business to next 
week and even longer, though Justice 
Department officials refused to specu­ 
late. 
There also were indications the 
jurors, who throughout their 39-day 
investigation have been willing to 
make certain that each is satisfied 
before moving on, were hoping agree­ 
ment would be near unanimity. 
The jury has the option of issuing 
indictments or preparing a report, but 
a Justice Department spokesman said 
it was unlikely the jury would issue a 
report. 
He said judges and legal scholars 
frown on such reports because they 
can “be critical of named individuals 
without giving them opportunity to 
repspond.” 
But he said that as far as he knows 
the present jury was not advised of 
this. 
Government attorneys have refused 
to say what recommendations were 
made to the jury. 
The spokesman, Justice Department 
public relations man John Wilson, said 
the jurors 
had 
deliberated 
an 
unusually long time for such a case 
and said it was possible the jury might 
have run 
into trouble getting 
a 
majority vote on a course of action. 
The jurors began deliberations 
Wednesday behind closed doors and 
without the presence of Justice 


Departm ent 
attorneys, 
although 
Wilson said they called the lawyers 
into the room periodically to clarify 
points. 
Sources were reported to have said 
the jurors told the government at­ 
torneys they wanted no interference in 
their decision-making. The sources 
described the jurors as being so 
serious 
about 
their 
duty 
they 
demanded the key to the grand jury 
room and took it with them at the end 
of each day’s deliberations. 
The jurors were reported to have 
6,500 pages of transcript to study, 
including the testimony of 173 wit­ 
nesses, plus 250 exhibits. Among the 
exhibits was a 100-page Ohio National 
Guard report and an 8,000-page FBI 
report on the Kent shootings. 
The jury was empaneled Dec. 18 and 
was directed to determine whether 
there was probable cause for believing 
federal law was violated in the May 4, 
1970 shootings. 
Four students were killed and nine 
wounded on that day when Ohio 
National Guardsmen opened fire on a 
group of antiwar demonstrators. 
The shootings climaxed four days of 
disturbances on the Kent State cam­ 
pus. The National Guard was called to 
the campus May 2 after demonstrators 
burned a Reserve Officers Training 
Corps building.
